New York had no presidential 
preference race—the battle is for 
9 6 Republican and 9 4 Democratic 
delegate seats at the conventions in 
Chicago next July. 
Pennsylvania’s

had but two names on the ballot,

Republicans—Gen. 
Dwight 
Eisenhower and former Gov. Har­ 
old Stassen of Minnesota. Demo­ 
crats and Republicans pick 60 dis­ 
trict delegates each. Ten at-large 
delegates each already have been 
chosen. 
Gov. Thomas Dewey seemed to 
have New York ’s GOP delegates 
pretty well assured for Eisen­ 
hower. But Sen. Robert Taft of 
Ohio was predicting he would get 
20 of them. 
Taft bowed out of the Pennsyl­ 
vania popularity race, saying it 
was fruitless because delegates 
are not bound by its results. Nev­ 
ertheless, his back ers look ed for 
a write-in showing. 
Eisenhower forces were bank ing 
on a write-in, too—among Demo­ 
crats. Pennsylvania permits cross­ 
ing party lines in such polls and the 
general’s back ers look ed at it this 
way: A heavy Eisenhower vote in 
both primaries might cause GOP 
leaders to throw the majority of 
Pennsylvania’s 70 convention votes 
his way in July. 
Democrats in Pennsylvania have 
to write in a name if they want 
to express a presidential prefer­ 
ence. There are no names on the 
ballot. Sen. 
Estes Kefauver of 
Tennessee was hoping to shine in 
this department. 
A move in Kefauver’s behalf at 
the Idaho Democratic convention 
fell by the wayside yesterday when 
a 12-vote de’egation was left unin­ 
structed.

Killing Of Prisoner 
May Bring Reprisals;

lf the steel in dustry had become a man age­ 
men t an d own ership mon op oly in the era when 
trusts were bein g formed, it would hav e had the 
p ower to do what labor mon op oly in the in dus­ 
try n ow does with gov ern men t help . 
Con sumers would hav e had to buy the In ­ 
dustry ’s p roduct at the p rice an d on the terms 
decreed by the mon op oly . 
For more than a 
gen eration , the gov ern men t, reflectin g p op ular 
op in ion , has op p osed this ten den cy . 
The result has been to con fin e the largest 
combin ation in the in dustry , U.S. Steel Corp o­ 
ration , to a little less than half the busin ess in 
steel. 
In dep en den t comp an ies hav e surv iv ed 
an d flourished by takin g adv an tage of circum­ 
stan ces of comp etition which fav ored them. 
But the main p urp ose of the lon g legal battle 
to rep ress mon on p oly in the steel in dustry was 
thwarted by dev elop men t of a labor mon op oly . 
The fin ishin g touch of this dev elop men t would 
be the imp ocition of a un ion shop . 
Ev en without that last touch, con sumers of 
steel n ow are aware that the con tin uation an d 
growth has the p ower to dictate the p rice of 
steel an d terms on which steel shall be furn ish­ 
ed to con sumers. 
The p arap hern alia which makes this p ossible 
in the p resen t in stan ce is of in ciden tal imp ort­ 
an ce. The Wage Stabilization Board recom­ 
men dation which had the force of a decree, 
seizure of the en tire in dustry by p residen tial 
edict an d n ow the fan tastic statemen t by the 
Secretary of Commerce that he will meet ^Un ited 
Steelworkers* deman ds un less the steel in dustry 
meets them first. 
The p ublic has lost, as thin gs stan d n ow, 
the p rotection it deman ded again st combin a­ 
tion s in restrain of trade when the threat was 
raised by own ers an d man agers. 
The same 
threat n ow is raised by labor mon op olists. 


A Thought For The Forest 
Most Ohioan s hav e on ly a v ague idea who 
is run n in g in their p arty p rimary this y ear, 
though it is on ly two more weeks un til May 6. 
Ev en on May 6, man y Ohioan s still will n ot 
be in formed about the choices they will be ex ­ 
p ected to make at the p olls—if they go to the 
p olls. 
, 
They will be more familiar with the p ros 
an d con s of such remote matters as Missouri 
Riv er flood con trol than with the qualification s 
cr lack of qualification s amon g p eop le askin g 
for n omin ation s to imp ortan t p ublic offices. 
An d there should be n o mistake about the 
Imp ortan ce of the least of these offices. In most 
cases they are on ly p oin ts of con tact an ordin ­ 
ary citizen ev er has with gov ern men t. 
Yet, their imp ortan ce is slighted. When ex ­ 
p lan ation s for laggin g in terest in the p rimary 
election s are bein g sought, that might be a di­ 
rect clue to the source of the trouble. 
Voters hav e become so absorbed in outstan d­ 
in g p erson alities an d issues they n o lon ger can 
be in terested in routin e affairs of gov ern men t. 
There has been in the Un ited States that “great 
div ersion ’* sought by all dictators to keep p eop le 
from p ay in g atten tion to their own p roblems. 
Though the div ersion has been un in ten tion al, it 
is hav in g the same effect as if it had been in ­ 
ten tion al. 
Voters can ’t see the forest for the 
trees. 
It is makin g it easier y ear by y ear for p eo­ 
p le who kn ow how to man ip ulate gov ern men t 
from the in side out to do their man p ulatin g with­ 
out attractin g un due atten tion .

Labor Unions Take Role With Puppet Truman 


Presiden t Truman has been set 
for sev eral day s n ow to deliv er 
the worst blow to trade un ion ism 
that has been directed its way 
sin ce the day s before the p assage 
of the Wagn er Labor Relation s 
Law in 1935. That law an d its suc­ 
cessor—the Taft-Hartley Act—has 
p roclaimed collectiv e bargain in g 
as the n ation al p olicy in Iabor- 
man agemen t relation s but collec­ 
tiv e bargain in g as a p rin cip le is 
n ow to be ign ored. 
Mr. Truman has let it be kn own 
that hereafter the stron g han d of 
gov ern men t with comp ulsory ar­ 
bitration an d gov ern men t-chosen 
arbitrators is the order of the day , 
just as it is in totalitarian gov ern ­ 
men ts.

UNLESS THE steel comp an ies 
at the last momen t con sen t to be 
bludgeon ed, it is their turn to be 
dep riv ed of collectiv e bargain in g 
just as the railroad brotherhoods 
hav e been treated ev er sin ce the 
gov ern men t seized the railroads in 
August, 1950—a con tin uin g op er­ 
ation to date. 
While the Presiden t took a p or­ 
tion of the terms recommen ded by 
a bop rd in the railroad settlemen t 
an d imp osed them cm the un ion s, 
he had a law then —the statute of 
1916— to justify his action . Today 
he has n o law of an y kin d to justi­ 
fy seizure or the p ay men t of mon ­ 
ey for higher wages out of the 
treasuries of the steel comp an ies. 
The steel comp an ies an d their 
lawy ers hav e been ready for day s 
to go to court but n ot as the ad­ 
min istration has thought merely 
to offer a p lea that their fun ds 
were bein g p aid out without their 
con sen t. The p lea is that irrep ar­ 
able damage will hav e been don e 
through the destruction of collec­ 
tiv e bargain in g itself. For the steel 
comp an ies n ow can n ev er be turn ­ 
ed back to their own ers in the same 
status as when they were seized, 
ev en if the mon ey p aid out is re­ 
cov ered 
from 
the 
gov ern men t. 
They will hav e lost their bargain ­ 
in g p ower an d there will be n o 
basis for the carry in g on of col­ 
lectiv e bargain in g to settle the steel 
disp ute.

THUS, FOR EXAMPLE, man y 
emp loy ers in a labor disp ute are 
willin g to gran t three deman ds 
p rov ided two others are drop p ed— 
a n atural dev elop men t when two 
p arties are tradin g or bargain in g 
with each other. But what is there 
left to bargain about if the gov ern ­ 
men t step s in an d automatically 
orders the comp an ies to gran t 
three of the deman ds without ex ­ 
actin g an y commen t that the other 
two will ev er be drop p ed? The 
econ omic lev erage so imp ortan t in 
an y n egotiation then v an ishes. This 
is what the courts will be asked 
to recogn ize as “irrep arable dam­ 
age.” 
What the trade un ion s ap p aren t­ 


ly don ’t realize is that if collec­ 
tiv e bargain in g can be demolished 
that way on ce it can hap p en again 
an d again . Actually the trade-un - 
ion leaders of the AFL an d n a­ 
tion al un ion s in dep en den t of the 
CIO an d AFL are stran gely silen t 
as before their v ery ey es the p ro­ 
cess of collectiv e bargain in g is be­ 
in g discredited by Presiden t Tru­ 
man himself. 
In ciden tally the railroad brother­ 
hoods can n ow p oin t with justified 
criticism to the silen ce ex hibited 
by man agemen t gen erally when 
the gov ern men t took ov er the rail­ 
roads an d then ordered a p art p ay ­ 
men t of wages. This has led to a 
driftin g situation with n o settle­ 
men t. It has led to attemp ts of 
rep risals by con fiscation ist sen ators 
who wan t to imp oun d the in comes 
an d n et p rofits of the railroads 
an d keep div iden ds away from the 
stockholders as a mean s of forcin g 
a settlemen t. Neither method — 
the p art p ay men t of wage in creas­ 
es ordered by a gov ern men t board 
or the imp oun din g of comp an y 
fun ds — is the an swer. 


THE SEIZURE of the railroads 
an d n ow the steel p lan ts is ev i­ 
den ce of the utter in comp eten ce 
of the Truman admin istration . The 
Presiden t is bein g called a “dic­ 
tator” but the n ame is wron gly 
ap p lied. Mr. Truman isn ’t him­ 
self a dictator. He is a p up p et 
whose weakn ess is p rey ed up on by 
the trade un ion s. The dictator­ 
ship today is by the CIO an d its 
agen ts in gov ern men t who p lay 
the CIO game so skillfully that 
Mr. Truman doesn ’t kn ow what it 
all mean s. He is like p utty in the 
han ds of the group which, hav in g 
sup p lied camp aign fun ds to help 
him win the 1948 election , is n ow 
collectin g the fav ors it wan ts. 
This is what the econ omic bar­ 
on s used to do un der Rep ublican 
admin istration s when they ex acted 
tariff con cession s because of their 
big camp aign con tribution s. Two 
wron gs do n ot make a right. John 
Lewis, who headed up the CIO in 
the ’30’s, admits that he loan ed 
the Roosev elt admin istration $500,- 
000 in the camp aign of 1936 an d 
Mr. Lewis in dign an tly den oun ced 
Mr. Roosev elt later for failin g to 
come through. 
Mr. Truman is more faithful 
to p olitical allies but the ex tremes 
to which he is goin g will hurt 
trade un ion ism in the lon g run an d 
will n ot solv e the bitter disp utes 
that are arisin g in the basic in ­ 
dustries of America. Dictatorship 
by labor un ion s can be as bad 
as dictatorship by big busin ess an d 
it will be a sad day for America 
if the n ex t election merely tran s­ 
fers the p owers of dictatorship 
from on e econ omic group to the 
other. Mr. Truman is con tributin g 
some imp ortan t p receden ts for the 
future.

As time goes on an d this sort of 
p roblem becomes more common , 
a lot of American men are goin g 
to won der out loud what it is about 
their p articular situation which 
seems to make them more ex p en d­ 
able than other men .

In fact, 
FBI men were regarded as so im­ 
p ortan t in their work that they 
were required to giv e up an y 
reserv e commission s they held. In 
March, 1942, the Secretary of War 
issued this order: 


States Dep artmen t of Justice, is of 
such a v ital n ature to the n a­ 
tion al defen se as to n ecessitate 
y our remain in g at y our p ost of 
duty , desp ite the fact that y ou 
hold a reserv e commission in the 
Un ited States Army , I request that 
y ou submit, through p rop er chan ­ 
n els, y our resign ation from y our 
commission . 
“I am makin g this request be­ 
cause of my kn owledge that the 
serv ices bein g ren dered by y ou 
to y our gov ern men t in y our p res­ 
en t emp loy men t are of great v al­ 
ue to the war effort. The p erson al 
risks, the hazards an d the sacrifices 
which y ou are called up on to make 
in y our daily serv ice in the Fed- 
era Bureau of In v estigation are in 
n o man n er or degree in ferior to 
those y ou might be called up on 
to make in the armed serv ices.” 


A SIMILAR order was issued by 
the Nav y . 
John Crosby may n ot like Ted 
Kirkp atrick because of “Coun ter­ 
attack” an d “Red Chan n els,” but 
to attack the FBI’s war record, in 
the y ear 1952, is a dan gerous sup ­ 
p ort of men an d women whom 
n o American should regard as 
frien ds. 
The FBI kep t this coun try free of 
Hitler’s agen ts durin g the war; tho 
FBI can do the same in relation to 
Stalin ’s agen ts.
